1a Negotiations Being 
Considered in Paris 


t do Martel, the 
Minister to China, stated in an in- 
terview on March 26:— 
“I have, for more than two 
months, been in conference with Dr. 
€. T, Wang for the purpose of con- 
cluding a treaty which is intended 
to replace the previous conventions 
in respeet of Indo-China made in 
1886, 1887, and 1895. After many 
Tenxthy conversations we drafted a 
tentative agreement comprising 11 
articles which dealt with, amon 
others, duties on frontier trade, the 
poll tax, ete., while there are several 
annexed letters relating to different 
Points of the agrcement. As the 
matter is of special concern, to dif- 
ferent administrations in_ France, 
namely the For Office, the 
Colonial Office, and the Ministry of 
Commerce, it has been decided that 
a joint French Commission will 
‘make a thorough examination of the 
text and forward their report to the 
inister of Foreign Affairs. Pend- 
ing this examination, which eannot 
be concluded for some time, the eon- 
versations will be suspended. Twill 
remain in Peking for the time being, 
and await the receipt of such 
instructions as wil enable me to come 
back to Shanghai in order to resume 
the discussion and .reach a final 
settlement. 

“Although my Government has 
not given me any intimation of thi 
views regarding the proposed agree 
ment, Iam inelined to believe that 
we shall be in a position to resume 
‘our conversations without un- 
reasonable delay.

torts, has a book on “What Th: 
‘Are ‘Like at Home,” in which 
he tells us how men, famous in 
the world of arts and letters, 
tie their boot laces, and other 
interesting and intimate things 
regarding their daily lives. In 
writing of H. G. Wells he says 
that if a paper on General 
Knowledge were set and com- 
petition were open to the 
universe, Mr, Wells would walk 
vay with the prize as easily as 
he swept the board of honours 
at London university. Twen 
one years ago Mr. Wells publi 
ed his confession of faith in « 
tled “First and Last 
Things.” In this book Mr. Wells 
regards his personality as a tall 
ship and his philosophy of life 
as the star he steers her by, He 
has adopted certain prince 

as a working guide and, if we 
may judge by results, these have 
proved their adequacy and have 
0 shaped his carcer that at the 
‘age of sixty-three he can look 
back on a well won success ant 
forward to an honoured old age. 
Now, every man has, consciously 
or unconsciously, formulated for 
himself certain axioms by which 
he guides his conduct. We 
vemember remarking to a friend 
‘that his bank account must have 
nearly reached the point ot 
eaturation and asking him what 
he proposed to do when the 
daily round and common task no 
longer claimed his attention, 
His face lit up and he said, 
“two dogs and a gun.” And he 
‘miffed the air as though he 
could smell the scent of heather 
blowing over Hongkew park. 
‘Alas, for the vanity of human 
hopes, He delayed too long and 
now vests in a shady spot in 
Bubbling Well. 

But to return to Mr. Wells.

Mankind’s Biethplace 


On his way from the United 
States to Peking Mr. Roy Chapman 
Andrews, the well-known explorer, 
has been presenting some of his 
‘ews in Japan. Among these is his, 
Delief that not in Europe but some- 
where in Mongolia wil the birthplace 
‘of mankind be found, and he is now 
fon his way to the latter country in 
search of the fossilized remains of 
this creature, believed to ho 
Sianthropus. it may be remember 
ed that parts of the body of 
janthropus were discovered in 
entral Axia in 1925, and,that dis 
covery is held to give mankind an 
antiquity of some 500,000 years. 
With her ancient civilization, and an 
acquisitiveness equal to that of any 
other race, it would be only natural 
for China’ to claim the earliest of 
mankind under this theory as being 
but Mx, Andrews gets in 
‘any such claim with 
tlenial of this conclusion. ‘The fact 
‘of the matter is that in those days 
when the human dawn was only 
breaking there were no racial 
‘Nevertheless China 
whieh she ean ela 
original man pro: 
ably first-migrated to China, and 
from there to the Malay Peninsula 
and so to Europe. Tt apparently 
took him several centuries to dis 
sn America, Even at that time 
racial stocks were absent, and the 
theory is thaf it took thousands of 
years for these to develop. One 
‘wonders how original man, if hy 
could recollect his first wanderings 
throughout Asia, already. showing 
the enterprise of the explorer and 
ierant which he has passed to his 
descendants, and compare them witht 
conditions as they are to-day, would 
regard things. Whereas he had to 
battle against nature and tho 
savagery of tho wilds, racial 
avimosities have introduced a1 
‘equally severe struggle in the order 
of things which sueceeded his.

COST OF LIVING IN 
NORTH CHINA 


Steadily Rising for Past 16 
‘Years: End Not Yet 





By D.C. Bess 


Peking, March 16. 
‘The cost of living in North Chin 
thas been rising steadily for the past 
16 years, and the end is apparently 
not yet in sight, according toa 
scholarly survey’ made by Dr. 
Franklin Ho, professor of economics| 
fat Nankai "University here, and 
reported tothe ‘Chinese Political 
‘and Social Science Association, of 
‘hich he is an officer. 

‘The most remarkable rise rexister- 
ed is in food, which affects every 
Chinese trom high to low. Tn 1918. 
Dr, Ho has found, the index number 
for food values was 64.87, a8 com- 
pared with 117.21 to-day. ‘Tt is con- 
eluded that the purchasing power 
fof the Chinese dallar has dropped 
from 48.15 to 11.11 during the past 
decade and a half. 

‘The survey was undertaken by the 
Nankai committee on social” and 
economic research, under Dr. Ho's 
direction, nnd the professor explains 
that figures were obtained only 
‘with great diffeulty. ‘There are no 
Adequate statistics available in 
China, and the material had to be|

CONTRACTOR'S ESCAPE 
FROM ABDUCTORS 





Brave Dash for Safety When 
‘Taken into the Country 


As a result of great pretence of 
mind, Mr. Hsu Shen-chang, a well- 
known contractor of the’ French 
Conecessivn, escaped from the hands 
of a gang of kidnappers who had 
taken him ‘into the cougtry on 
March 23 and two of his captors are 
now in the Bureau of Public Safety 
awaiting trial 








Mr, Hsu was about to enter his 
private motor ear in Rue Lafayett 
his chauffeur having at the mo- 
ment gone to felch vone water 
when four men, all of whom were 
armed, suddenly rushed from places 
of concealment and forced him into 
the ear. One of the gang took the 
wheel and drove off. 


‘As they were leaving, the chauf- 
cur returned and, seeing his master’s 
predicament, raised an alarm and! 
ave chase. ‘One of the gang opened 
fire on him but missed. The ca 
meanwhile, had picked up speed, 
and was driven away. 














‘The captive's eyes were covered 
with a pair of dark glass spectacles 
and he was gagged. 


‘The car was driven to Lu Chia 
Yen, a village near Langhua, when 
Mr. Hsu forced to alight and walk 
a ‘short distance. The country- 
people, noticing that the man with 
dark glasses was doing as the 
others directed him, followed them, 
and Mr. Hsu, hearing the chattering 
‘of the people, know that there must 
be a village close by.

Reminiscences of Dr. RT. Bryan: 
Rare Gift to Library 


Shanghai College _eelebrated 
founders’ day on Mareh 23, in 
honour of those who laid ' the 
foundations of the institution near- 
ly 25 years ago. Two of the 
founders were present on the oc- 
casion, Dr, R, T. Bryan, one of the 
first presidents, and Mr. T. E.

Looting ard Pilfering Excluded 
Under Policies : 


‘The menace of pirates attacking 
a disabled vessel is amply portrayed 
in the following account of a vessel's 
experiences after striking a rock 
in the Upper Yangtze. 

‘As duly reported in the “North- 
China Daily News,” the Chinese ste. 
Ping‘u struck a pinnacle rock near 
Sancau in the Kunglingtan rapids 
situated about 33" miles above 
Tehang on February 17 last and it 
was impossible {0 dislodge tt 
vessel, 

‘The Customs River Inspector de- 
cided that salvage of the vessel was 
aan impossibility and she must be 
blown uy as she was a menace to 
navigation, At the water level 
obtaining at the time of the accident 
it was possible to pass through the 
rapid with a 50 feet clearance, but 
when the water rises she would be 
ight in the steamer track, Demolie 
tion was accordingly commenced 
and information is now to hand that 
the vessel was completely destroyed 
on Friday last. 


* ‘The Vessel Abandoned 


the time of the accident, the 
master, Capt. Pagani, an Italian 
subject, ordered the vessel to be 
abandoned as soon as it becamo 
obvious that the position was ox- 
tremely dangerous. As soon as tho 
crew left the ill-fated steamer, tho 
usual crowd of pirate-bandits as- 
sembled and commenced looting, 
continving their work until after 
darkness set in and then set her on 
fire. Capt, Pagani who had been 
taken on board the str.

One woman is dead and between 
25 and 30 women and children in- 
Jured, at least five seriously, as a 
Tesult of a panic following the ory. 
of “Fire” on the top floor of the 
Soi Lun Silk Filature, 25 Miller| 
Road, about 200 yards north of 
Hongkew Market, just before 1 pan. 
‘on Match 25. The serious injuries 
were caused when the Ralustrade 
of the staircase at the west end of 
the building, forced outwards by the 
struggling, "jammed humanity at 
its base, pivoted across the stairs, 
hurling "some of the crowd of 








women against the pillar and 
rails of the balustrade on the 
opp side, and leaving a 


yawning gap at the top of the 
Stairs, into which poured more of the| 
panic-stricken workers, only to be!

‘The Political Outlook 

Seeing that this Company's pros- 
perity is so much bound up with 
that of Shanghai, it may not 
be amiss for me to say a 
few words upon the political 
outlook. This, I fear, is not too 
good. Until quite recently, foreign 
administered areas have been kept 
free from the disruptive influences 
‘so manifest in this country in these 
latter days, hence in a large 
‘measure their security and conse- 
‘quent commercial prosperity. Now, 
however, foreign administration of 
such areas is threatened and where 
aggtessive tactics are not employed 
as was the cage in 1927 in Hankow, 
methods of peaceful penetrat 
are employed. Such methods have, 
barely a month ago, culminated 




















the ex-German and ex-Mussian con- 
eessions in Hankow by the so-called 
‘Wu-Han Municipal Bureau which 
is a branch of the Hupeh Provincial 
Goverment. Similar infiltration of 
Chinese influence, backed by the 
Nanking Government, is going on 
to-day in this International Settle- 

‘This, it is unnecessary to tell you, 
fs a very serious matter. If Shang- 
hai is to retain its position as the 
greatest commercial port in China 
‘nd the firth in the world, if secure 
conditions for trading are to be 
maintzined for a vastly greater 
number of Chinese than foreigners, 
the foreign Powers cannot afford 
to let Shanghai go at the present 
Juncture as other places have been 

to go. No foreign Power 
any imperialistic designs 
nor, with the exception 

{the Third Tnternational, do. any 
of them actively interfere.” Treaty 
Revision at this time is no more 
than Jost and due but it must deal 
with conditions as they are and not. 
as Nanking and the Foreign Offices 
of the Powers prefer to think them 
to be. 

‘To turn once more to the problem 
‘of Shanghai to which the Nationa- 
list Government ix giving more and 
more attention as I have stated 
hove. Economic, political and. 
judicial forces, aided by constant 
‘and able propaganda in China and 
abroad are being brought into

Police Report for February. 
Stryagth of tho Force on Vobruary 28 
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Crime—Thetts of bieyctes have 
increased considerably during the 
past few months, particularly in 
the business part of the Settlement 
‘and as a considerable number of 
‘these have been stolen as the result 
of carelessness on the part of 
owners and chit coolies in leaving 
them unattended in doorways. and 
‘outside buildings the public would 
bo well advised to take extra pre- 
cautions in this respect. In a re- 
‘eent ease twenty-two bieyelos were 
recovered, mostly in Chapel, and 
although ‘proved to be stolen pro- 
erty could not be identified owing 
to the fact that most of the parts 
shad been changed, 

‘The police aro continually re 
questing the public to assist. them 
by promptly reporting cases to the 
nearest policeman or police station, 
‘An illustration of the value of 
falucrity in these matters is shown 

by the arrest of thirteen armed 

‘robbers in possession of three load- 

‘ed. pistols and a toy water pistol, 

five to the action of a shop ai 

ant in promptly notifying Louza 

Station of the ‘whereabouts of a 

‘person whom he identified as 

having robbed his master's shop. 

Ut is significant to mote that a 

fomale who was arrested carried 

‘the pistols for the gang. Another 
prinatanco occurred on February 22, 

‘when a gang of armed robbers 
~ entered a Japanese dwelling house 

in the Yangtszepoo district and 

during the progress of the robbery 
fan. inmate of the house succeeded

affray'in the Louza district. It 
interesting to ‘note that no com 
ments were made by any of the 
Chinese. newspapers in connection 
with this officer being killed in the 
exceution of his duty while al 
tempting t0 protect the Tives and 
interests of the Chinese community. 
There is, however, nothing unusual 

this ‘attitude "of the Chinese 
press. Sinco the beginning of 1927 
no Tess than cight foreign police 
‘officers have ‘been killed in the 
execution of their duty in the di 
fence almost entirely of the lives 
and property of Chinese. residents 
‘of the. International Settlement. 
Tn no single ease has the Chinese 
press offered cither sympathy for 
their loss or commendation for the 
Iravory of these gallant young. 
police offcers cut dovn in the pride 
of life. Comment on this attitude 
is superfluous, 
ive attempted murders wore 
reported: armed robbers being 
responsible for each case. 

Three persons were arrested dur- 
ing the month on charges of murder 
and are now under remand.

Why should 
the board of direetors be prohibited? 
The authorities have already an- 


noaneed that the assessment com- 
mission will consist of four govern- 
ment officials and only one shar 
holder, and it seems then — that 
despite this overwhelming majority 
they desire to make the suppression 
of adverse opinion a complete one 
by having their man act as the 
nominal mouthpicce of the share- 
holders. As Mr. Wong says, it 
certainly is a farce. 

Tt would not be amiss to invite 
the mayor of the municipality to 
devote a little attention to ordinary 
commercial Iaw and practise as 
‘well as to the registered reculatio 
‘of the Canton Waterworks Com. 
pany, which were approved by the 
government during 1905. The ralee 
of the Company require that there

Many in 
the audience had heard the repeated 
roports of the chaos prevailing in 
China, and the wide-spread out- 
burst.’ of Tooting and lawlessness 
that had accompanied the triumph- 
ant march through China of the 

Nationalist Armies and the de- 
vastating of Mission property 
throughout the land, and all were 
eager to hear of any turn in the 
tide, or any real ground for hope 
that the promises of the present 
government might be carried out. 

Dr. Yui was introduced by Sir 
Robert Falconer, President of the 
University of Toronto, In intro- 
ducing the speaker Sir Robert said 
that Dr. Yui was one of the most 
gifted Teaders in the Orient, He 
had been educated in St. John's: 
College, Shanghai, and later had 
graduated from ‘Harvard, after 
which he had thrown himself into 
the work of the Y.M.C.A. in China, 

Dr. Yui opened his address by. 
informing his audience that at last 
civil war in China had come to an. 
end, and that now the entire coun- 
try ‘was united under one flag and 
was pushing forward to take her 
rightful position in the comity of 
nations. Dr. Yui admitted that at 
the present time the Three Eastern 
Provinces, were standing aloof from 
the Nationalist Government, but 

that this was not through any 
desire of the Chinese leaders or 
Reople, but because of the pre- 
doriinant influence of a neighbour- 
ing nation that prevented n closer 
alliance of the different sections of 
the country. 

Programme of Progress 

‘The speaker declared that New 
China was now embarked on a 
programme of peaceful progress, 
but adznitted that at present, there 
was still considerable anti-foreign 
fecling throughout the land, and 
gave, as one of the reasons for 
this feeling, the attitude of aloof 
ness on the part of the foreign 
community living in Shanghai. 
The speaker referred to instances 
of this, but requested that this part 
of his'address be not taken down 
for publication, 

Dr. Yui mentioned the vast pro- 
gramme of road construction 
throughout China and. intimated 
that the present plan of forced 
labour would be superseded by the 
employment of disbanded tre 
which he assured his audience 
being seriously considered by 

jovernment, 

‘The recent conference of Chinese 
leaders held in Nanking was stress- 
ed by the speaker, as being preg- 
nant with tremendous possibilities. 
Ir had been decided that henceforth 
the various armies should be united 
jin one national army under the 
nationalist government, instead of 
being the instruments of aggressive 
movements against cach opposing 
faction as they had been during the 
past 17 years. The carrying out 
of these progressive reforms had 
been entrusted to the able 
ship of the so-called, “Chri 
General Feng Yushsiang: 

The doing away with unequal 
treaties, and a reciprocal treatment 

the basis uf equality with all 
was, the speaker declared, 
the aim of the present Nationalist 
Government. 
‘The Opium Scandal 

Dr. Yui passed over the recent. 
‘opium scandal wherein certain 
officials of the Nationalist Govern- 
ment were implicated in the smug- 
gling of the drag, but said he was 
sorry to admit that, at the present 
time, the growing’ of opium in 
China and the smoking of the drag. 
by his own people was far greater 
than it had been for many many 
sears. It was hoped, however, that 
the present government would take 
steps at an carly date to bring 
atout a cessation of the traffic. 

Dr. Yui deeply regretted the 
many acts of vandalism which oc- 
curred throughout China during 
the past few years. Not only had 
valuable mission “property been 

intonly destroyed by the Reds in 
China, of which the province of 
Hanan, and especially its capital 
Charesha gave notable examples, 
but the spirit of Bolshevism had 
been imbibed by many of the 
Chinese, some personally known to 
the sneaker, who had encouraged 
lawlessness in order to gain control

A Sacrifice for Beauly 


‘A remarkable caso involving the 
amoral responsibility of a surgeon is 
now before one of the Paris courts. 
Nearly three years ago, a young 
woman who was engaged to be 
married eame to the conclusion that 
the thickness of her legs was likely 
to interfore her happiness. 
She wanted to be as beautiful as 
Possible in the eyes of her future 
husband. Massage, hygiene and 
dieting were too slow for her, She 
wanted to havo the offending flesh 
ent away, imaginging that her 
object would be attained by a fow 
‘weeks’ pain and inconvenience. She 
consulted = well-known surgeon, 
who, she says, confirmed her belief 
that the operation was practicable 
and devoid of danger. She placed 
herself in his hands, and ho ro- 
moved a largo wedge-shaped piece 
‘of flesh from one of her calves. 
‘The wound was so large, in fact, 
that he could not stitch the edges 
of the wound together, and the calf 
hhad to be tied up “like a sausage. 
Gangrene began to set in, and the 
low had to be amputated to save 
the patient's life, thus putting a 
distressing end to her sacrifice in 
the eause of beauty, or vanity. 

She brought an action to recover 
half a million franes from the 
‘surgeon, who replied that she 
underwent the operation of her own 
free will and on her own initiative, 
that he took all possible preeautions 
and, in short, was not responsible.
